Sale of crown Jands in the projects 
has totalled more than $650,000, ac- 
cording to information released by 
the provincial lands branch, * 

The settlers total 230 and hold 
among them 51,133 acres out of a 
total of 221,120 acres in the three 
settlements. 


The legislature at the present ses- 
sion voted $370,000 to carry out road 
building and construction of drainage 
ditches in the three settlements. 

A fourth settlement project is Io- 
cated at Carrot River. It consists of 
46,300 acres, of which 22,020 are un- 
der lease to 82 settl€rs who have 
5,000 acres under cultivation. 


The provincial natural resources 
department has not made outright 
sales of land for this project. It is 
discouraging settlement in that area 
because of flood danger, Two years 
ago serious floods occurred at the 
Carrot River site, 


Negotiations have been under way 
with the prairie farm rehabilitation 
organization to determine the possi- 
bilities of controlling floods in that 
district. 

Development. of the Birch River 
land was started in 1946,. The gov- 
ernment undertook construction of 
drainage ditches, market roads, and 
clearing and breaking of 50 acres on 
each quarter-section. 


Sales were made to veterans who 
qualified, under the veterans land act. 
The cost of improvements was in- 
cluded in the sale price of the land. 


With more and better equipment | 
available one year. ago to farmers 
and with the land in’ demand from 
civilians as well as veterans, the de- 
velopment programme was revised. 
The land is now sold with roads and 
drains provided, but without clearing 
and breaking.

Recommended Treatments. The 
seed disinfectants (chemicals) recom- 
mended for the control: of the coarse 
grain smuts are Ceresan, Leytosan 
and Panogen. On no account should 
the new dust treatment ‘called 
Anticarie be used on oats and bar- 
ley for smut control. Anticarie just 
won’t control the smuts of oats and 
barley, so why use it. Formalin, 
although it*gives good smut control, 
tends. to injure the seed, sometimes 
quite seriously. It is not recom- 
mended for the treatment of seed- 
grain. 

Irercise Care. ‘Seed of oats and 


.barley should first be thoroughly 


cleaned and then treated with Cere- 
san, Leytosan or Panogen, according 
to manufacturer’s directions: Be 
sure and treat the seed at least 
7 days in advance of seeding. The 
mercury seed’ disinfectants are 
poisonous to humans and livestock. 
They must be handled with care. 
If you want to save dollars in 1950, 
treat all your seed of oats and 
barley for smut control.

(1) A trash cover prevents, to-a 
large extent, the. pounding action 
of falling raindrops, thus preventing 
the formation of a shanty roof. 
(2) It forms a mechanical barrier— 
a multitude of small dams in Ba 
field—which slows down the flow . 
of water, thus giving it. more fime 
to soak into the ground. (3) The 
numerous pieces of stubble, etc. 
anchored: in the soil surface; provide 
channels through which water can 
percolate into the ground, ,

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Your Future 
Hangs On The 
Dairy Cow 


The Department of Agriculture, in 
its desire to promote a better use 
of food as well as a better use of 
land, is resuming through its Con- 
suniers’Section~-and~ other depart- 
mental agencies, 
activities in getting Canadian people 
better acquainted with home produc- 
ed foods. 

During the next two months, dairy 
products, which logically form part 
of a national program of conserva- 
tioi—from soils to men—will be fea- 
tured throughout the country. Here 
are a few facts which any producer 
or consumer should keep in mind:— 

(1) Dairy products are basic pro- 
ducts; in any health program, in any 
daily diet, they command priority, 
whether it be for children or adults. 

(2) Dairy industry in Canada is 
perhaps the best guarantee of stabil- 
ity. for the large majority of our 
farming population—the cow is the 
home market for grasses and grasses 
are a “must” in soil conservation. 

(3) Canadians are inclined to take 


_for granted the abundance of our 


dairy products and use them loosely 
whereas we should take advantage 
of those abundant supplies to bring 
our diet into a better balance and 
improve our standard of living. 

(4) For the same amount of 
money, the consumer cannot get the 
same essentials from other foods as 
those supplied by dairy products— 
calories in butter and protein in milk 
are cheaper than in most other farm 
products. 

(5) Butter itself takes almost half 
of. our milk production and consti- 
tutes one of the best channels —in 
some cases the only channel—through 
which milk produced from small 
farms located far from consuming 
centres can be marketed. 

(6) Cheese is a high protein food, 


” the consumption of which could be 


increased if our population had a 
better knowledge of this product— 
our average consumption is 4 to 5 
pounds a.year whereas it is between 
15 and 20 pounds in such countries 
as Denmark and Switzerland. 

These are only a few among many 
reasons which justify the Depart- 
ment fostering a movement for a 
more thorough knowledge of dairy 
products on the part of the consum- 
ers as well as of the producers them- 
selves.

Of Search 


SCHUMACHER, — Ont. — The 
deathbed: statement of a one- 
time high-grader spurs™be}ief in 
a nortHern legend, that $500,000 
in refined gold: lies 65 feet deep 
in the muskeg near here. 


Four attempts have been made in 
recent years to tunnel under the 
three-mile highway between Schu- 
macher and South Porcupine in 
search of the fabulous hoard,, The 
latest was by Robert Allen, former 
provincial policeman who. now is & 
private investigator. 


He said: “Three men and myself 
put a tunnel under the road. and we- 
went down about 20 feet ....we dug 
and dug and found nothing. Finally 
I became afraid the road would cave 
on top of us and we quit, 


“Frankly, I don’t’ know whether 
there’s anything there-or not. .We 
found nothing but I am certainly not 
prepared to. say the gold isn’t there.” 

A. blacksmith, whose name. police 
decline to tell, is said to have de- 
scribed the “planting’’ of the gold 
Shortly before he died in Montreal. 
His story goes back to 1915 and the 
early days of te Porcupine gold ex: 
ploration.. 

From informers, police say, they 
obtained this report, brought to 
Schumacher by a confidant of the 
dying man; 

He worked as a smelter man for 
high-graders who pillaged the mines 
in Porcupine’s free-booting days when 
precautions against _high-grading 
were unknown. In 1915, mine investi- 
gators. teamed with a provincial po- 
liceman—Robert Allen—to plan a 
raid on a Schumacher house in which 
gold. was. accumulated. The gang 
was tipped. : 


The bars of gold were packed in 
burlap bags. When their car. bogged 
down, in desperation, the trio buried 
the gold and fied. 

The other men entered the-army, 
went overseas and never returned. 
As the blacksmith waited, the road 
was improved, then paved.

Stantps of the Netherlands are a spe- 
cialty with many collectors, for a 
variety of reasons, including the fact 
that: there are numerous perforation 
sizes, various printings of regular is- 
sues, and not too many high value 
stamps. , 

One of the main varieties of per- 
forations among Netherldnds stamps 
are those known as syncopated per- 
forations,. These are irregular per- 
forations used on stamps sold through 
vending machines, and were neces- 
sary because of the types of, ma- 
chines used to hold the stamps, 

Another reason for the popularity 
of Netherlands stamps is the annual 
issues of semi-pastal stamps, all of 
low value, with approximately half 
or equal value in surtax. These semi- 
postal stamps are for various health 
and cultural societies: and child wel- 
fare. These stamps, incidentally, 
have increased rapidly in value, part- 
ly due to the fact that they are only 
for sale a few months, and are there- 
fore in limited printings.
